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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. Figures 1-5 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art— because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference character "22" has been used to designate both concentrically arranged coils and 
electrical insulation layers. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Double Patenting 

3. Claims 1, 4, 5, 7-9 and 12 of this application conflict with claim 1, 4, 5 ? 7-9 and 12 of 
Application No. 09/742281. 37 CFR 1.78(b) provides that when two or more applications filed 
by the same applicant contain conflicting claims, elimination of such claims from all but one 
application may be required in the absence of good and sufficient reason for their retention 
during pendency in more than one application. Applicant is required to either cancel the 
conflicting claims from all but one application or maintain a clear line of demarcation between 
the applications. See MPEP § 822. 

4. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In reLongi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
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F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

5. Claims 1,4, 5, 7-9 and 12 provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 4, 5, 7-9 and 12 of 
copending Application No. 09/742281 in view of In re Danly. 

It should be emphasized that "apparatus claims must be structurally distinguishable from 
the prior art." MPEP 2114. In re Danly, 263 F. 2d 844, 847, 120 USPQ 528, 531 (CCPA 1959) it 
was held that apparatus claims must be distinguished from prior art in terms of structure rather 
than function. In Hewlett-Packard Co v Bausch & Lomb Inc., 909 F.2d 1464, 1469, 15 USPQ2d 
1525, 1528 (Fed. Cir. 1990), the court held that: "Apparatus claims cover what a device is, not 
what it does." (emphases in original). To emphasize the point further, the court added: "An 
invention need not operate differently than the prior art to be patentable, but need only be 
different" (emphases in original). That is, in an apparatus claim, if a prior art structure discloses 
all of the structural elements in the claim, as well as their relative juxtaposition, then it reads on 
the claim, regardless of whether or not the function for which the prior art structure was intended 
is the same as that of the claimed invention. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
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6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
1,819,860 to G. Belfils. 

G. Belfils clearly teaches the construction of a gas cooled dynamoelectric machine 
comprising: 

a rotor having a body portion (1), the rotor having axially extending coils (3) and 
end turns (5) defining a plurality of end windings extending axially beyond at least one 
end of the body portion; 

and at least one spaceblock (7) located between adjacent the end windings so as to 
define a cavities therebetween, the spaceblock having first and second sidewall portions 
engaging the adjacent end windings, an upstream wall, and a downstream wall, the 
downstream wall of the spaceblock having a non-planar contour to lower a suction 
pressure developed adjacent a trailing edge of the spaceblock to enhance cooling flow; 
wherein: 

the downstream wall has a re-entrant contour (14, 15) to enhance rotating 
cavity cooling flow; 

the downstream wall is defined as a generally part circular concave curve; 
the upstream wall is generally planar; 
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the spaceblock is comprised of a generally rectangular main body portion 
and a re-entrant portion (portion between grooves 14 & 15), the main body 
portion defining the upstream wall and portions of the side walls, and the re- 
entrant portion defining other portions of the side walls, and the downstream wall; 

the downstream wall is defined as a generally part circular concave curve; 

the upstream wall is generally planar; 

the re-entrant portion is integrally formed with the main body portion. 
8. G. Belfils also teaches the construction of a gas cooled dynamoelectric machine 
comprising: 

a rotor having a spindle and a body portion (1); 

a rotor winding comprising axially extending coils (3) disposed on the body portion and 
spaced, concentric endwindings (5) extending axially beyond at least one end of the body 
portion, the endwindings and the spindle defining an annular space therebetween; 

a plurality of spaceb locks (7) located between adjacent ones of the endwindings thereby 
to define a plurality of cavities, each bounded by adjacent spaceblocks and adjacent end 
windings and open to the annular space; and 

each the spaceblock having first and second sidewall portions engaging the adjacent 
endwindings, an upstream wall, and a downstream wall, the downstream wall of at least one of 
the spaceblocks having a non-planar contour to lower a suction pressure developed adjacent a 
trailing edge of the spaceblock to enhance cooling flow, wherein: 

the non-planar downstream wall has a re-entrant contour (14, 15) to enhance 

rotating cavity cooling flow; 
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the non-planar downstream wall is defined as a generally part circular concave 

curve; 

the upstream wall of each the spaceblock is generally planar; 

the at least one spaceblock is comprised of a generally rectangular main body 
portion and a protrusion portion, the main body portion defining the upstream wall and 
the sidewall portions, and the protrusion portion defining the non-planar downstream 
wall; 

the downstream wall is defined as a generally part circular concave curve; 
the upstream wall is generally planar; 

the re-entrant portion is integrally formed with the main body portion.
